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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 
8, line 21, change "pin hole 26" to -pin 26--. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Regarding claims 1-4, the phrase "or the like" renders the claim(s) indefinite 
because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed 
by "or the like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See 
MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

5. In claim 1, lines 8-9, change "a bending" to —said bending-. In claim 3, 
lines 2-3, "said cable separating sheet" lacks antecedent basis. In claim 3, line 3, 
"both end members" is unclear. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Moritz et al. (Re.35,579) in view of Moritz (4,384,594). 

Moritz et al. discloses a cable protection and guide device in which a 
plurality of link bodies are articulably connected to each other in the longitudinal 
direction in a state where said cable was inserted into the device, each link body 
comprising a pair of side plates disposed on both sides of the cable and connecting 
rods (23,25) spanned across a bending outer circumferential side and a bending 
inner circumferential side of said side plate respectively. 

Moritz et al. does not disclose a cable protecting sheet being disposed on at 
least one of the bending sides in the link bodies along the longitudinal direction of 
the cable (re claim 1). Moritz ('594) discloses a cable protection device comprising 
a cable protecting sheet and a cable separating sheet (Figure 13) (re claim 2). It 
would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to modify the device of Moritz et 
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al. to have the cable protecting sheet and the cable separating sheet as taught by 
Moritz so that the device can hold more cables with different thickness. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 3 and 4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a cable protection 
device comprising all the features as recited in the claims and in combination with 
at least one of the sheets being supported by end members through a sheet length 
adjusting mechanism (re claims 3 and 4). 

Cited Art 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Sheikholeslami et al. discloses a cable protection device.
